The library of Bembridge School, 
Tele of Wight, which was recently 
opened by General Seely, contains 
some literary [treasures of . great 
interest, Perhaps the most notable 
of these is the fiat sketch-book 
which Ruskin used as aboy, Therois 
8 reference to this book “Pricterits.’”

The following official statement on 
the water shortage question bas beon 
forwatded to us by the = colonial 
Secretary,— 

The Government h.s been request- 
ed by the representatives of the 
‘Chinvse Community to ‘publish, o 
statement regarding the restriction of 
the water sopply in the rider-maio 
districts, . 

The capacity of the reservoirs in 
the T4and of Hongkong is 2166 
milli. o gallons, and they now contain 
892 milfion gallons. In the normal 
season the reservoirs are full at the 
cod of September, and, provided that 
the following aeason is also normal, 
it is possible to give an unrestricted 
service throoghout, the dry montha of 
tho year and until the reservoirs are 
again Glled.: = 

Tn the present wet season there hos 
been ap abormally low rainfall, and 
it is almoat certain, judging by 
statistics of previous years, that the 
reservoirs will be a long way below 
overflow when the dry season sets io,

At the present time water enters 
t'e rider-mains for g period of two 
hours in every twenty four, and the 
reprezentatives.of ths Chinesa Com. 
munity hava urged that this period 
|should be extended. The Gov 
croment ‘regrete ‘that it” is ‘im- 
possible to make any cong aion in 
this respect. With the .rider mains 
open for two hours daily the con- 
somption amounts to 16 tu 18 gallons 
per head, a Ggure considerably higher 
than that of novmal consumption in 
Koslocn; and, unless the tituation 
improves greatly before October, it 
will be necessary to take, more drastic 
steps futher to curtail the supply,

Working upon the p:inciple that 
all non-swimmers are afraid of the 
water, we firat ehould set about to 
abolish this fear and to establish con- 
fidence in yourself and in the ability 
of the water to do ite part. One can 
leara the essentials of swimming with 
only a washbasin and room enough to 
fling the arms and lege about, You 
cannot get tid of the fear of the water 
unless you get init, feel it, be covered 
with it, and at times even drinkit A 
child when it first sees a dog, ie very 
afraid of it and usually cries through 
fear. But let him pat the dog, or 
hold it, and immediately all fear of 
the animal ie gone, Theeame analogy 
holds trac for water; when once you 
have lvarned that you can keop your 
eyes. open under water without 
harming them, atd*that by? taling~a: 
‘big bre:th; putting the face in the 
water and then. atretching out,. that 
you will float—well, the rest of it is

So the very first thing you should 
do. ia to get ont in the water tua 
little above the hips, place the hands 
on the knees and then after taking a 
big breath through the mouth slowly 
put the face into the water. Now 
take it out again and without raiking 
the head let the water runofi the face, 
do not touch it with thé hands! 
Repeat eeveral times and thon rest a 
bit to relieve your tense muscles, 
There is no doubt that they will be 
terse. One of the most important 
things in swimming is relaxation; 8o 
begin right now and relax; take it 
easy! Alwaya face theshorein learn- 
ing to swim. . 

With your hands on your knres as 
before, take a big breath, lower the 
head-into the water and open ths eyes. 
Look around for a few seconds ond 
see if ycu can see any white shells cr 
your tues, Raise the head and Jat the 
water ruo off the face with the.ayes 
open.

A 
batsman skied the ball, and 
in his eagerness to make 
8 run for it, collided 
with tho Chinese catcher, causing him 
to drop the ball. The Chincso team 
appealed, and during the argument. to 
Americana who were held upon on 
bases, made the moat of their chancr 
and got safely home, The Chinese 
protest was disallowed and the runs 
counted. It was hard luck on 
the Chinese, but the Americans 
were quite within their rights. 

Next Saturday it is hoped to fix up 
a game with tho ball outfit of the 
U.S.S. “Tracey,” which is now in port, 
and snothor fine game is promis d. 

The Chinesa IX showed great form 
on Saturday, and are certainly get- 
ting iato fine trim for the elimination 
matches ir Stanghai this Autumn, 
They also stand a good chance to re- 
present China in baseball at the Fai 
Eastern Olympaid next spring, in 
which case they will be adding an. 
other feather to the cap of the South 
China A.A.

The hymo about “many giants, 
areat and tall, stalking through the 
land’ I have always thought rather 
hard on gianta.

One bas 
blue eyes, like a piece of the aky ora 
corner of the Lake of Geneva. One 
has black eyes “ darkened by drooping 
Hida weighed down by their 
Yong ashes,” “One © has brown 

of pathetic appeal. We 

told all about their 
hair. The blue-eyed. one natagally 
hae golden h ir. I did really think 
that the blue eyed and golden haired 
hero had died of a decline about the 
middle of the Victorian era, I was. 
worse luck, evidently wrong. The 
dark-eyed boy has glorious black hair 
and the third bero has Jigkt hair 
which—gods of my boyhood’s days 
teach for your thunderbolta!—the 
prefects of the school fourd one of 
their favourite pastimes in darkening 
with their wet brushes.
